Over the top went the soldiers' bonus when the Fordney Bill, which proposes "adjusted 


service certificates" (really bonds on which the ex-service men would be expected to borrow' 
money at the banks if they should want the cash inside of three years), was overwhelmingly 
adopted by the House of Representatives. But, to paraphrase recent Washington dispatches 
in the military language appropriate to the topic, this would seem to be the beginning rather 
than the end of the real battle. Over the top, yes, but there is a long, dangerous, toilsome ad- 
vance before the objectives can be reached and taken. Both Senate and President must be 
won, and in the meantime the bonus is out in the open, in "Xo Man's Land," subjected to a 
long-range barrage of editorial criticism, the heavy artillery of Senatorial opposition, the ma- 
chine-gun fire of committee-room and conference discussion, and all the barbed-wire en- 
tanglements of parliamentary amendments and obstructions, to say nothing of purely politi- 
cal pitfalls and shell-holes. Will the final objectives ever be reached? 


Service men, according to John Thomas Taylor, legislative agent of the American Legion, 


expect that "the bonus bill will pass and become a law." Republican leaders in the House are 
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likely to adopt the bill as it came from the House than to reject it. On the other hand, Mr. Lewis 
Seibold, of the New York Herald, declares that "if a vote were taken in the Senate Finance 
Committee today the Fordney scheme would be beaten." The New York Evening Post (Ind.) 
concludes editorially that "it is no more to be expected that the Senate will give the bonus bill a 
moments s serious consideration than that President Harding will remove Mellon and make 
Fordney Secretary of the Treasury." Mr. Hearst's New York American, which is a zealous ad- 
vocate oi bonus legislation on general principles, does not believe that the Fordnev bill, as it 
stands, can possibly pass the Senate.

got the idea when ranchers told 


him of rocks that caught fire. He 
knew these were shale oil rocks. 
Ho secuied the aid of Thomas 


Dwver, Philadelphia chemist, and 
perfected the machine. 


Of course the machine will not 
transform all mountains into com- 
mercial 
products—it 
works 
only 


with shale rocks. 
The machine is a series of re- 


volving 
retorts , heated 
by oil 


burners. 
Its giant maw crushes down the 


crude shale rock. A big fin propels 
the rock through the retorts. 


The heat volatizes the oil in the 


rocK and it is sucked out through 
pipes and carried to tanks. Both lu 
bricating oils and gasoline are pro- 
duced 


After the oil has been extracted 


the rest 
of 
the 
roc"< 
goes on 


through other retorts where other 
products—155 in all—are 
taken 


from it. 


Finally the rock is dumped out 


at the rear of the machine as black 
dust. This dust is made up of hy- 
drocaibons of high comercial value

Peking.—In spite of the fact that 


. Ching dynasty ha* been out of pow 
er sine* 1911 and the present em 
peror of China is a virtual prisoner 
in the Forbidden City of Pekin. al 
ceremonies connected with the Man 
chu emperors are still kept up. At 
the recent Chinese New Year's cele 
bration the customary 
honor was 


paid to the spirits of the emperors 
in their resting place at the Eastern 
Tomba. 
Offerings of food and pro 


visions were placed before the tombs 
and the ^old Alanchu officials who are 
still retained in office by the Ching 
dynasty kowtowed according to the 
custom prescribed in Manchu house 
law for the imperial family. 
i 


These officials 
are 
experiencing 


considerable difficulty in following 
out all the old customs because oi 
the lack of funds available for the 
upkeep of the emperors' tombs. The 
funds promised to the imperial fami- 
ly by the republican government are 
usually very tardily paid with the 
result that poverty is facing the 
one-time affluent Manchus. At the 
Eastern tombs many of the Man- 
chus, deprived of the annual stipend 
formerly paid by the imperial gov 
ernment, have been forced to be 
come gatherers of wood and char- 
coal in order to support themselves.

If a man can't get along with his wife, if there is 
no loving comradeship, the strain of bitterness will run through his lite 
and he has no incentive to effort. The domestic troubles encountered by 
both men and women should lead them to think long and deeply before 
making their choices in marriage. It is no answer to the problem for a 
young person to say that if he or she car/t get along with the weeded 
partner, they can get divorced. A broken home leaves a scar that is not 
easily healed.

Only those who try to' escape or con- 
tinually stir up trouble among other 
urisoncrs are kept to 
themselves. 


The farm is situated in Virginia, sev- 
eral miles south of Washington on 
the- banlcs of the Potomac.

cabinet making:, and every occupa- 
tion for which instruction is desired 
will be provided at this proposed out- 
door prison at Camp Grant.

COOK BOOK 


Your grandmother relied on the 
fields for her spring greens. 
She 


used them religiously, 
regarding 
them as much a medicine as a food. 
And with their aid she kept her fam- 
ily fit. 


If the modern housewife will take 
her basket and an old case knife and 
roam far afield she will find these 
same greens waiting her. And the 
same food value found In spinach 
and other cultivated greens may be 
had for nothing in dandelions, sorrel 
scok© and narrow dock. 
Plain Boiled Dandelion Greens. 
Pick over the greens and remove 
all spears of grass. Wash through 
as many -waters as necessary. The 
last water should be perfectly clear. 
Cut off the tiny root and shake out 
the leaves. Put in a kettle with 
water to cover. 
Boil 15 minutes and add salt. Boil 


15 minutes longer and drain. Press 
out all the water possible. For two 
cups of cooked greens melt two 
tablespoons 
butter. 
Pour melted 
butter over greens and mix well. 
Reheat and serve. Vinegar or lemon 
juice is often added with the butter. 
Serve these greens one a week dur 
ing the early spring. 
- 


Dutch Greens. 
Wash and pick over greens. Shake 
out leaves and put in the frying pan 
in which ham was cooked. To two 
cups of wilted greens add one cup 
of cold boiled diced potatoes. 
Cook 
five minutes, stirring to mix well. 
Beat one egg slightly with one 


tablespoon 
vinegar, one 
teaspoon 
sugar and one-quarter teaspoon salt 
Pour over greens in frying jpan. Lift 
and mix with a silver fork, cooking 
just long enough to make the whole 
hot. Serve at once. 
Very yound and tender dandelions 
must be used for this dish as the 
greens are wilted and not boiled long 
enough to make them tender. 


Wilted greens are prepared in the 
same way without the cold boiled 
potatoes. 
If there is a ham bone in the 


house boil it and dandelion greens 
in the same water. 
Plain boiled greens are exalted a 
little by a garnish of hard boiled 
eggs. 
Drain the greens carefully 
after boiling. 
Chop and reheat in 
butter. 
Form a mound on a hot 
platter and cover with slices of hard 
boiled eggs.

•would be required to forward it to 
the Secretary of State for submis- 
sion to the League of Nations, "un- 
less the High Commissioner gives a 
written reason to the petitioners for 
not forwarding it."
